ON BOARD H.M.C.S. SKEENA, 
Somewhere at Sea, May 13— 
Wireless messages between the 
Royal Flotilla bearing His Maj-

LIQUOR STORE 
IS AUTHORIZED 


Canada Gazette Publishes 
Ordnance To Conduct 
Sale 


OTTAWA, May 13—An ord- 
mance enabling the Northwest 
Territories council to open a liquor 
store in the Yellowknife mining 
district was published Friday in 
the Canada Gazette. 

Previously residents of the mining 
area had to bring in liquor from the 
provinces and they were permitted 
only two gallons a year. It was 
understood the Yellowknife district 
was the only one in the Territories 
to apply for the liquor store. 

The ordnance sets out the regu- 


lations regarding sale of liquor by 
permit and provides penalties for 
any infractions 

It said liquor will not be sold to 
any person not holder of a permit, 
to anyone under 21, any person un- 
der the influence of liquor, any in- 
terdicted person or any Indians. 

All profits arising out of opera- 
tion of the liquor store will be ap- 
plied to territorial purposes

For Royalty 


Visit Here: 


Work Doubled For Day 


Edmonton police officials are burning midnight oil these 
days as they seek the solution of two of the toughest prob- 


lems they have yet faced. « 


For on June 2, Royal Visit Day, 
Police will be called upon to per- 
form a double duty, which, to be 
done properly practically demands 
that all members of the city police 
force, both regulars and specials, 
be in two places at the same time. 

The first problem 
they will have to cope will be the 
directing of traffic and the control 
of the crowds which will flow into 
the city from all towns, villages and 
farms in the northern and ceniral 
portion of this province. 


HOME PROTECTION 


Second problem, and biggest from, 
the police point of view, is the pro- 
tection of the homes of Edmonton 
citizens durng the time the Royal 
party is proceeding over the pro- 
cession route, 

As practically every man, woman 
and child in the city will be away 
from home greeting the King ond 
Queen the city will present a happy 
hunting ground for house prowlers 
and every other imaginable kind of 
aneak thief. The sneak thieves 
know this. The police know that| 
they know it. The question is: 
“What to do about it?” 

Traffic control presents a rela- 
tively simple problem comparcd 
with this second problem. Ex- 
servicemen, militia units, service 
clubs of various sorts and the 
Boy Scouts will be available for 
service along the route, But the 
Police, trained in such work, will 
still be necessary. 

It is expected that the problem 
of policing the city will be turned | 
over to Chief of Detectives Rob- 
ert Sutherland and his plain clothes | 
men assisted by specials and a 
number of prowler cars. | 


KEEP CLOSE WATCH 


First action of the police will be | 
to keep a close watch on all in-| 
coming traffic for persons who are| 
known to them as prowlers and 
sneak thieves. These persons will 
be picked up on vagrancy charges 
and held until after the parade is 
over. 


A similar action will probably 
be taken with all those persons in 
the city who are expected to be 
contemplating taking advantage 
of the situation. This will go a 
long way towards solving the 
problem and is the procedure 
regularly followed by the police 
during fair week an_ similar 
times, 


Then during the day of the visit 
a patrol by several prowler cars 
will be made through the whole 
city and as-the streets in residen- 
tial sections and most business sec- 
tions of the city will be deserted 
the appearance of any stranger in 
these areas will be reason for sus- | 
picion on the part of the police. 

These persons will be stopped by) 
police and asked to giys an account| 
of themselves. | 

In this regard police point out 
that the citizens may aid both them- 
selves and the police by seeing that 
all doors, windows, coal chutes and 
other entrances are locked and 
bolted securely before leaving their 
homes. This will make it necessary 
for any prowler to go to some 
trouble in order to enter. This de- 
lay will be of great assistance to 
police and will act as a deterrent! 
to prowlers, 

Secondly all persons should see 
te it that no moncy of any kind 
is left in their homes, Money, 
especially in silver or bills of 
small denominations, is difficult 
to identify and for this reason is 
the loot most desired by prowlers. 
Either put your money in the 
bank or take it with you. If you 
take it with you be on the watch 
for pickpockets, police advise.

Mother's Day is now one of our well- 
established auniversaries. Most people in 
Canada, it can be said with assurance, ob- 
serve it year after year, and their num- 
ber grows as the years pass. To ignore 
the day is recognized to be an act of per- 
sonal delinquency, and a social misde- 
meanor, To remember Mother, living or 
dead, on this day is one of the accepted 
obligations of Canadians, to which it is to 
be believed all but 4 thoughtless minority 
render willing obedience. That the cus- 
tom will e:dure cannot be doubted, for 
the debt to motherhood is a heritage of 
every generation. . : 

No person should fail tomorrow to 
send a message or a token of atfection to 
Mother if she is still living, or to pay the 
tribute of grateful remembrance if she 
has gone. And as thy do so, Canadians 
may well let their thoughts wander in 
sympathetic regard to the Mothers of 
other lands—in Europe and the Orient— 
Mothers whose boys are in uniform, if 
not locked in deadly struggle with the 
sons of other Mothers. For it is 
Mothers of the race who suffer the keen- 
est torture in times of war or threat.

The Farm Help Plan 


the 


Somewhere between three thousand 
and five thousand single men, who were 
placed on Alberta farms under the fed- 
eral-provincial placement scheme during 
the winter, are said to be still holding 
down the jobs. That so many have “stuck” 
is evidence of the advantage of the plan 
from the standpoint of the unemployed 
man who saw and sees no opportunity to 
earn more than the $5 a month allowance 
plus his keep. Those who left the farms 
on which they were placed no doubt did 
so in the majority of cases because bet- 
ter paying jobs turned up. 

The scheme is far from a solution of 
unemployment, or of the farm help prob- 
Jem, but its recognized limitations do not 
destroy its usefulness. The men who have 
spent the winter working on farms can- 
not have accumulated *such money, but 
they have fared better than if they had 
spent the winter abou: the streets of a 
city, feeding at “soup kitchens”. They 
have not been isolated i:rom the conditions 
of normal life, have gained experience 
which some of them will iurn to account 
later on by working farms of their own. 

The farmers who have co-operated 
with the Governments in the plan have 
been able to get land cieared and other 
work done which migit not have been 
done but for the “bonus” thus given them. 
As between paying out public money to 
support men in idleness, and spending it 
to keep them usefully employed, the lat- 
ter is by long odds :se best for all con- 
cerned. 


The head of the city’s land depart- 
ment says there a:. 200 houses in the 
city which, while they are oc cupied and 
conform to the requirceinents as to water 
and sewer, 2re so old and delapidated 
they should be pulled down and replaced. 
Any resident who knows his city will 
agree that the figure is under rather than 
over the mark. The worse feature is that 
many of these buildings are occupied by 
two or three times as many people as they 
were intended or fitted to hous when 
they were new. And apparently, unless 
council launches the building scheme it 
seemed te have in mind a few weeks ago, 
there is little prospect that any consider- 
able number of these houses will be torn 
down and replaced this year. 

There are two reasons why chat 16 
not likely to happen. One is that build- 
ing icans cannot be obtained aud with- 
out loans re-building is impossible to 
many owners. ‘The other + \hat some of 
these over-crowded premises are paying 
handsome dividends or their actual worth, 
far better net dividends than could be ob- 
tained from renting rooms and svites in 
mew and more costly buildings, Why 
should the owner of an old house tear it 
down end rebuild at heavy expense if the 
city cannot condemn the place and peo- 
ple are willing to pay fancy rentals for 
any sort of accommodation? These facts 
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monton are crifting into slums, and will 
continue to drift until a supply of new 


houses comes on the market.

Outlawing Its Brains 


Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes has 
been telling his fellow-countrymen in New York 
that the U.S. has been enriched by some 400 
scientists, artists, and men of letters from Ger- 
many within six years. Three of them are Nobel 
Prize winners, . 

“These men of the mind and of the spiri 
would be a glory to any nation, and it is a tragic 
commentary upon our twentieth century civiliza- 
tion that in the full flower of their genius, they 
should be compelled at the risk of their own 
lives, to seek shelter thousands of miles from 
their homeland.” 

Contrasting that phase with the “brutal and 
sterile” intelligence of the powerful enemies they 
leave behind, Mr. Ickes goes after the conditions 
which have rendered their exile necessary. 

It is indeed a sad tragedy that Christian na- 
tions should fail to recognize racial and religious 
rites. Persecutions which disgraced the 
mediaeval ages have come again in our time, and 
it appears that while invention has created the 
annihilation of distance it has found a retrogres- 
sion of the human feelings worthy of the fif- 
teenth century. 

Murder of culture is a terrible thing. It was 
the theme of Voltaire ir, an age which prided 
itsel’ on elegance. The doom of peoples which 
missed this opportunity was sounded by them- 
selves, and the ruin lies scattered down the pages 
of history. But the lesson has been taught in 
vain for the totalitarian doctrinaires.—Vancouver 
News-Herald. 


Three Declarations 


The turnover in British public opinion which 
has taken place since the rape of Bohemia is 
now producing its harvest of confession and 
repentance. The new British Ambassador to the 
United States, the Marquess of Lothian, one of 
the chief architects of appeasement, has gone on 
record that he disavows his former belief in the 
possibility of reconciliation with Germany. He 
has been followed by many more, of whom today 
we quote just two: 

“Last December I wrote an article in the 
Fortnightly Review advocating a Colonial 
arrangement with Germany. I should like pub- 
licly to repudiate that article, You cannot make 
an arrangement with a ruler whose word no man 
relies on.”—Viscount Esher.

He 
can say that sort of thing because he is not 
obliged to consider what it might cost him in 
votes, But it is still perfectly true, as he said, 
that governments waste money in abortive in- 
quisitions into this and that, and that wasted 
money means more taxation, and that more tax- 
ation spells more hindrances to nearly every- 
body's business and more postponement of pros- 
perity. 

But there it is, the public does like to see 
governments spend money and it does not like 
the elected representatives who try to prevent 
the spending. Which is just one more preach- 
ment from the ancient text which says that we 
get the sort of government we deserve.—Van- 
couver Province. 


It’s a Mean Trick 


Prime Minister Chamberlain shares with the 
bulk of humanity the mental disturbance created 
by the dictators’ speeches. It is the case now 
that when one dictator has spoken the world can’t 
go ahead with anything until another one has 
stated his views. Between times, while the busiest 
dictators prepare their next harangues, another 
one discards the right bower from a strong 
euchre hand, and again there is apprehension. 

Mr. Chamberlain's complaint is different, The 
voluble Axis dictators won't give him time to 
get on with his reading of literature that takes 
him “away into a world as remote from reality 
as possible.” This means romance. While the 
Premier must pay attention to perfervid oratory 
in Berlin or Rome, he cannot settle down for an 
hour with Stevenson, Scott, Henty, Conrad and 
others of that gifted band who could support a 
person through any troubles. A man attending 
to two shifty dictators has little time fui 
philosophy or romance, “Often I cannot read 
for twenty minutes without a visitor coming in 
and saying ‘He has done it again’.” 

Premier Chamberlain's whimsically-expressed 
grievance drawe attention again to the soothing 
influence of good literature, its restorative effect 
on the harried mind. The man, troubled by many 
and vexing problems, who can throw them all 
aside when he turns to a favorite author is for- 
tunate. The mind, as well as the bedy, must 
have relaxation. It is related of the late Sir 
Richard Cartwright, outwardly @ grim person- 
ality, that when deeply immersed in parliament- 
ary affairs—even when Canadian Minister of 
Finance—he kept in his desk a volume of Henty's 
stories for boys, and, in some yarn of adventure, 
disregarded for the time what was going on about 
him. It is a big jump from national finance to @ 
Henty story, but it meang the difference between 
mental overwork and mental rest,

It’s hard to explain that quirk of 
morals in an age when the doctrine was taught 
that morals were only for the common people, 
and not intended to govern the lives of the 
dwellers at the Court.

Those who were on the spending end did 
very well. In addition to her jewels, her palaces 
and her private chapels for Mass, for it was a 
religious age, the King’s mistress had an allow- 
ance of 300,000 livres a month—equal in pur- 
chasing power to that many dollars today.

SHE PROVED paid for their services to the 
EXPENSIVE Royal appetite. The court circle 

and the aristocracy spent lives 
of continuous gaiety and extravagance. The un- 
fortunate feature—for them—was that this 
wildly extravagant life, wreaked out of the 
misery of the unfortunate working class, couldn't 
last for ever. Louis the well-beloved died in his 
bed, but his son and his son’s wife, the luckless 
Marie Antoinette, and his mistress the du Barry, 
all ended their lives on the guillotine. Du Barry, 
hoping for mercy, confessed to the tribunal the 
places where her jewels lay buried. Woman- 
like she lied in one fact. She gave her age as 
42 when it was actually 50.

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His Reign 
Dates Flux 
Of Europe 


King Came to Throne 
as War Talk Echoed 


Across the Channel 


By J. F. SANDERSON 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 


LONDON, May 13—(CP) 
—King George has occupied 
the British throne 29 months 
and during that time there 
has been crisis after crisis, 
with Europe tottering back 
and forth on the verge of war. 

Through it all King George 
and Queen Elizabeth have set 
the British people a fine 
example of coolness, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty. | 


MANY ALARMS. 
A recent incident shows this. The 


King and Queen were in residence 
at Windsor, 30 miles from London, 
when it became necessary for Prime 
Minister Chamberlain to consult 
him about some aspect of foreign 
affairs arising out of Italy's con- 
quest of Albania. Normally, there | 
would have been no question of the 
Prime Minister driving to Windsor 

But Britain has a “crisis king,” 
one who realizes the physical and 
mental strain undermining the 
strength of his cabinet ministers— 
so he volunteered to drive up to 
London to see Mr. Chamberlain and 
iv both the time and energy of 
h 70-year prime minister. And 
thats what happened. 

No monarch in modern times has 
had his reign punctuated so regu- 
lariy with major alarms as King 
George. When he_ succeeded his 
brother Edward VIII in December, 
1936, the Spanish war was only six | 
months’ old. Since then Nazi Ger- | 
many has’ swallowed Austria, 
Czechoslovakia and Memel. Italy has 
annexed Albania. 

In between these territorial grabs 
the two Fascist nations have kept 
the world in a continual state of 
jitters by threats against Poland, 
France and other countries. The 
civil war in Spain, due to their in- 
tervention, threatened many times 
to engulf Europe. Today Europe is 
an armed camp with every border 
lined with men and guns. In Asia, 
China and Japan are locked in a 
death struggle. 

It has been a nerve-wracking 
reign for Britain’s 43-year King. 
Month after month he has watched | 
his country escape war by the pro- 
verbial inch. And yet he has re- 
mained cool and collected, doing his 
best to instil confidence in the 
minds of the people. 

When the nation embarked on a) 
vast complicated scheme to protect | 
itself from air raids, no man set a/ 
finer example than the King. He 
ordered the old dungeons of Wind- 
sor Castle to be strengthened into} 
underground shelters. and every 
few weeks every man, woman and 
child on the estate, including the 
King and Queen, go through an air 
raid drill. 

FOR EMERGENCY. 

Every light in tne castle is shut 
off, people scurry down to the old 
dungeons, first aid crews assemble, 
fire fighters take their places—all 
done under the watchful eye of 
King George, who once demon- 
strated cool nerves by boiling cocoa 
during a naval battle. 

The same thing is true of the 
King’s interest in Britain's gigantic 
rearmament program. Many hours | 
have been spent touring munition 
factories, inspecting barracks and 
naval stations, examining guns, 
Jaunching ships. 

That has been King George's role | 
in the tense, gripping months he 
has occupied the throne. For him 
they have been months of acute 
uncertainty but he has devoted his 
time to setting for his people an ex- 
ample of coolness and national 
service that has had an incalculable | 
effect on the nation. 


Royal Train 


Blue and Gold 


For many Canadians the only 
glimpse of the royal tour will be 
the gleaming train of royal blue, 
trimmed with silver and gold, 
gliding from beyond the woodlot, 
streaking across the prairie or 
climbing the mountain grades. 

A twelve-car pilot train, carry- 
ing newspapermen, some mem- 
bers of the royal entourage and 
vailway officials, will precede 
their Majesties’ train throughout 
the trip. 

For the royal train itself, six 
locomotives in the various Cana- 
dian Pacific and Canadian WNa- 
tional Railways divisions, have 
been painted blue and trimmed 
with silver and gold, like the 
cars. The passenger coaches have 
roofs of gunmetal topping the 
royal blue. Panels between win- 
dows are of silver with horizontal 
gold stripes above and below the 
window line. The royal coat of 
arms decorates the two cars car- 
rying the King and Queen, Other 
cars will bear the royal eypher 
and crown.

Uniform Version 
of "O Canada” 


There are several versions in 
English of “O Canada,” and the 
Dominion interdepartmental com:

OTTAWA, May 13—(CP)—Land-

They 
recall that when the Duke of 
Windsor visited here as the Prince 
of Wales and travelled as unob- 
trusively as possible, Americans 
wishing to get close to the royal 
personage almost mobbed him at | 
every turn. | 

The non-public engagements on 
the royal program also present a 
major problem. Officials face a 
Solomonic task in preparing invita- 
tion lists for such Washington func- 
tions as the garden party to be} 
given at the British Embassy and | 
the state dinner and reception at | 


| the White House. Only one out of 


every hundred or more would-be 
guests can be accommodated. Many 
are bound to feel their toes have 
been stepped on. 

The King and Queen are to enter 
the United States at Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., late in the evening of June 7. 
An official reception committee, 
likely to include Cordell Hull, Sec- 
retary of State and seeker after 
international unity through recipro- 
cal trading, will greet the royal 
visitors as they touch American 
soil. There, too, will be theusands 
and thousands of “average Ameri- 
cans” drawn from every part of 
that populous border district. 

After a brief stop, the Royal 
trains will roll off for Washington.

Also 
presumably they will drive by car 
to city hall. If they do they will 
pass through streets choked with 
cheering, peering humanity. Later 
they are to visit the World’s Fair, 
spacious enough to accommodate 
hundreds of thousands more who 
have never before had the oppor- 
tunity to see reigning British rulers. 

In the afternoon they drive to the 
Roosevelt ancestral home near

River. That night and Sunday are 
to be spent quietly on the Hyde 
Park estate; then they proceed to 
Canada to wind up their tour.

BEGINNER'S DEPARTMENT 

The making of prints two weeks 
ago introduced the first “darkroom | 
work.” We left the prints in the 
fixing bath where after five or 10) 
minutes soaking they should be 
ready for washing free of chemicals. 
Probably the most economical way 
to do this is to place the prints you 
want to keep in a small dish of 
clean cold water, one at a time, till 
all are together, and soak five min- 
utes. Then change the water, rinse 
out the dish and repeat about six 
times (30 minutes in all). The 
prints may now be placed face 
down on some clean celluloid, glass, 
or best—a photographer's ferrotype 
tin (costs about 30c)—to dry. They | 
will then come off when ready wita 
a very glossy surface. 

Points to watch very carefully 
are: 

1. Correct grade of paper (right 
contrast), 

2. Correct exposure (not too dark 
or too light). 

3. Full time development 
color black, not brown). 

4. No brown stains 

5 Fixed and hardened in acid 
fixer-—-see package, 

6. Thoroughly washed UU free of 
all chemicals. 

1. Rubbed down smooth on clean 
glossy surface. 

8. Left to dry till they fall off-— 
must be in cool place.

Mrs. P. H. Stevenson -- otherwise 
famous as Miss Vera Menchick, 
international chess champion—has 
been appointed secretary and man- 
ager of the National Chess centre, 
designed to provide a headquarters 
for Britain's 500,000 chess enthusi- 
asts 

This is the first comprehensive 
venture of this kind in England. 
The centre will occupy two floors 
of a great new office building in 
Cavendish Square and be opened 
towards the end of September. 

Mrs. Stevenson is the only woman 
in her class of chess expert and is 
known throughout Europe and 
America, She intends to devote her 
full time to furthering the interests 
of the new organization and pop- 
ularizing the game. Though this 
last effort seems little needed in 
London where there are over 300 
recognized clubs and competitions 
are sometimes played between the 
North and South of the Thames 
with 1,000 players on each side. The 
City of London Chess Club—estab- 
lished for over a century—closes in 
June and its members will form the 
nucleus of the new venture. 

The centre will be luxuriously 
equipped as the most up-to-date 
chess club in the world. The rooms, 
open on weekdays until 11 p.m., ine 
clude a room for tournament play, 
a room for friendly play, and a 
reading room. There will be a first. 
class chess library for reference 
and lending purposes, Tournaments 
will be played every Saturday afe 
ternoon in a huge salon made availe 
able for this purpose in the builde 
ing. It is large enough to accommae

Royal Visit To Be 
Celebrated Hither and 
Yon By This and That 


TORONTO, May 13.—A royal salute of 21 guns boomed over Queen's 
Park Friday, marking the second anniversary of the Coronation of the 
King, now en route to Canada. The salute was fired by the 23rd Med- 
fum Battery of the 7th Toronto Regiment.

Goldstein sees Ros? Viola is in the 
city of Baltimore. Md, where iis 
show is playing the old Gaiety, and 
one of Rube's chorus Judys, a sod 
widow who is with him nearly 
thirteen years and raises up three 
sons to manhood under him, runs 
off and marries a joskin from over 
on the eastern shore. 

Naturally, Rube considers this a 
dirty trick, as he is so accustomed 
to seeing this Judy in his chorus 
that he feels his show will never 
look the same to him again; but the 
same night the widow is missing, 
Rose Viola appears before him ask- 
ing for a situation. 

Rube tells me he is greatly sur- 
prised at such a looking Judy seek- 
ing a place in a burlesque show and 
he explains to Rose Viola that it is 
a very tough life, to be sure, and 
that the pay is small, and that she 
will probably ao better for herself 
if she gets a job dealing them off 
her arm in a beanery, or some such, 
but she requests Rube to kindly 
omit the alfalfa and give her a job, 
and Rube can see at once by the 
way she talks that she has person- 
ality.

I do not mean to im- 
ply that there are not many safe 
and satisfactory vermicides on the 
market, but for the inexperienced 
it is much wiser to rely on a remedy 
prescribed by a veterinarian for a 
particular dog than to trust to one 
made to suit the needs of the aver-

He revealed 
also that Rothschild's relatives and 
associates still in Germany are un- 
der unspecified restrictions which 
depend on Baron Louis’ activities in 
France.

CANADA SAID 
SUFFOCATING 
FROM PLENTY 


‘Conditions In Dominion 
Described By German 
Correspondent 


BERLIN, May 13—Canada ts 
“suffocating in abundance,” Dr. | 
Hermann Ullman, special corres- | 
pondent of the Boersen-Zeitung, 
said today in an article entitied 
“Canada in world politics.” 

While dealing principally with 
| the significance of the visit of the 
King and Queen to the Dominion 
and the United States, he mentioned 
the economic situation as follows: 

“This country, as large as Europe 
and one of the richest in the world, 
suffers from a flight from the land, 
and from the point of view of ex- 
ports passes as already over-indus- 
trialized.” | 
ROYAL VISIT SYMBOL 

Dr. Ullman said the visit of the 
King and Queen goes much farther 
than to confirm the links between 

Canada and the Empire, being the 
symbol of a route from London 
through Ottawa to Washington. 

Canadian Liberals, he said, pre- 
| pared the Royal visit to bring the) 
United States and the British Em- 
| pire cioser together 
| “The King is the last visible 
link connecting Canada to the 
Empire,” he added, “but the link 
is strong.” 

Declaring that French-Canadians | 
form the chief obstacle to any} 
| change in the Canadian constitution, 
Dr. Ullman said: 
| “Any stone removed from the 
| edifice of the constitution would 
make complete reconstruction neces- 
sary, or would lead to a collapse. 
| For the moment unity is best safe- 
guarded by solidarity with the em- 
| pire.” 

IS PROTECTION | 

This solidarity, he said, “Is for 
French-Canadians the best protec-| 
| tion against absorption in the Anglo- 
Saxonism of the United States.” | 
| “However diverse may be the 
nuances and motives of fidelity to| 
the empire in Canada,” he went on 
“whatever may be the desire of 

nglish Ontario to separate from! 
French Canada and the desire of 
French Canada to separate from the 
more American western provinces 
and British Columbia, all shades of 
political conscience come together 
in a profession of faith toward the 
empire . 

Dr. Ullman complained thet Eng- | 
lish-language newspapers in Can- 
ada were strongly anti-German. 

He said the present feeling in 
Canada was such that it was not 
even necessary to organize a great 
demonstration of absolute faith- | 
fulness to the Empire such as the | 
visit of the British sovereigns was | 


expected to be. 

The Boersen-Zeitung correspond- 
ent pointed to recent statements of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and Justice Minister Ernest La- 
| pointe as leaving no doubt what the 
position of Canada would be in case 
Britain decided to go to war. 


BEST CUSTOMER 

“Germany is Canada’s best cus- 
tomer,” the Voelkischer Beobachter 
said last night in commenting on 
economic relations between Ger- 
many and the Dominion 

The Nazi organ said Germany had 
contributed largely to theseconomic 
consolidation of Canada and ex- 
pressed hope that Canada would 
consider this in making purchases 
in Germany. The paper urged Ger- 
man exporters to interest them- 
selves more in the Canadian mar-| 
ket.
